The chairman of the session this aft- 
ernoon is Dr. jA. J. McKelway of | 
Atlanta, Ga., secretary for the southern 
states of the national child labor com- 
mittee. An address on “Children in the 
Textile Industry” will be delivered by 
John Golden of- Fall River, president of 
the United Textile Workers of America. 

The address of the afternoon session 
will be followed by a general discussion 
of the following sub-topics: (1) Present 
condition and outlook of the industry. 
(Cotton, woolen, silk, knitting, etc.) (2) 
Children employed. Character of work, 
hours of labor, wages. (3) Possibility of 
“employing older persons for so-called 
children’s work. ((4) Labor-saving de- 
vices as a substitute for children. (5) 
Effect of child labor on family income. 
(6) effects of employment, illiteracy, etc. 

The committee has issued a statement 
for the information of the delegates on 
the deficiences of the Massachusetts child 
labor laws. It states that Massachusetts 
is behind other states in the progress of 
child labor legislation; that 11 states 
have a shorter day’s work for children 
between 14 and 16 

It also says that a bill will be pre- 
sented to the Legislature some time in 
January asking for children an eight 
hour day; that five states already have 
such a day and are enforcing it; that

NEW YORK—Based upon appropria- 
tions already made and work planned, 
the Steel Corporation in the current yeag 
will spend about $55,000,000 for new cone 


struction. 

It is likely that expenditures for Gary 
and South Chicago districts will be 
around $15,000,000. The distribution of 
the corporation’s money for new con. 
struction will be in the various steel dis- 
tricts. The outlay in western Pennsyl- 
vania and eastern Ohio will be largeg 
than in the western territory. 

The corporation is now so strongly 
fortified in cash that it can afford td 
spend, if it desires, as much money in in- 
active periods as in active periods. 

Earnings for the current year wil] 
probably be about $180,000,000. Deduct- 
ing depreciation, interest, the preferred 
dividend, etc., would leave a surplus of 
approximately $95,000,000, or about 19 
per cent on the common. The Steel Cor- 
poration could pay 5 per cent, or $25.- 
000,000, to its common shareholders and 
there would then remain a surplus of 
$70,000,000 for new construction.

The question 
of committee reference, no matter how interesting it may have been 
miportant it may have seemed to a certain group of 
members, is by no means a momentous one. The thing that lifts it 
out of the routine and causes it to focus public attention 1s the 
attempt to employ it for the humiliation of the speaker. This could 
not be done, of course, as the majority was quick to see, without 
assatling the dignity of the speakership, and the point involved here, 
it no other had arisen, would have determined the result. 

This should pfove a lesson to the element in the House that 
stands opposed to the speaker and his methods. He can be success- 
fully opposed only in ways that will be entitled to the respect, at 
least, of those members of the House who are capable of seeing and 
drawing a distinction between the officer and the office. Mr. Cannon 
is speaker at present, but in the natural course of things he will lay 
down his authority, as have many able and honored Americans 
before lum. ‘The fight upon Mr. Cannon may be wholly personal 
or wholly political, or a combination of both, and at most it will 
constitute simply an imeident in our history. But a fight upon the 
speakerslup would be a fight upon an institution, and might have 
the gravest results.

Compared with what has_ || 
heen done along the same line in other coun- 
tries, and with humanitarian work in this country in other 
respects, our government has thus far given but little attention to 
conditions in the mining industry that have long called loudly for 
amelioration. It is only quite recently that steps have been taken to 
insure to the mine workers the protection that is extended to laborers 
in other branches of industry, freely and as a matter of course. 

This is one of the matters which the mining states should have 
attended to. Since it has been proposed to create a national bureau 
of mines objection has been raised on the ground that the conduct 
of mining operations properly comes within the jurisdiction of the 
states. This is true, but since the states concerned have taken no 
steps in the right direction, and exhibit no very satisfactory signs of 
«. disposition to do so, aid is sought from the federal authority. 

Possibly the house of governors at its coming convention will 
look into this among the many things requiring attention. If the 
states would not eventually surrender all. authority¥ to the national 
government action on their part is only reasonable.

Illustration of the latter statement is 
afforded by two recent press paragraphs. 
| “American wall paper manufacturers should investigate 
Russian requirements. An extensive trade is going by default to 
Germany and Austria.” The other informs us that Germany 
furnishes nearly all the ink used in newspaper offices and printing 
plants in Russia, and asks, “Why not American ink?” Again. in 
the district of Glasgow, Scotland, there is a considerable demand for 
pine tar. American tar can be sold in quantities if the prices meet 
Swedish competition. 

There is a wide field for our merchants in the numerous 
republics to the south of us. Germany and England long since 
entered this field and are cultivating it carefully. We must discover 
the requirements of their people, as have our alert and active 
competitors. We'shall find that the Latin-Americans are slow and 
conservative in their business methods: they cannot be hurried, if 
we expect to get their trade. Not only must we find out what 
articles they desire, but we shall be expected to ship our. goods 
securely boxed and to give six months’ credit. Ina trade of $2,000,- 
600,000 handled by our southern neighbors last year American 
merchants sent them goods valued at only $225,000,000, while they 
returned merchandise amounting to $318,000,000. Considering 
our geographical position and our resources, this is certainly too 
heavy a balance against us. ; 

Special efforts are being made by the bureau of American 
republics at Washington to interest the manufacturers and merchants 
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of the United States in the centennial celebration and fourth Pan- 
American conference to be held in Buenos Aires in July, and they 
are urged to take space and arrange for exhibits. European manu- 
facturers have taken all the rdom allowed to them and are endeavor- 
ing to secure more. It is gratifying to note that our secretary of 
state is determined to make as much of the conference as possible by 
appointing a delegation of distinguished Americans to attend its 
sessions and that the official delegation will go down on a government 
cruiser along with a special squadron. 


HONOLULU is going to hold an immense floral parade on Feb.

THE intensity of the municipal campaign 
that came to its close in Boston last Monday 
was not very unlike that which immediately 
precedes many of our city, state and national 
elections. It cannot be doubted that a large 
portion of our voters enter too much or 
too little into politics; too much during the 
preelection campaign, too little during the 
rest of the time. Bishop Hall's oft-quoted 
preachment applies here very neatly: “Mod- 
eration is the silken string running through the pearl chain of all 
our virtues.” The average voter’s politics 1s too much in spots and 
not enough in his normal, daily living. He 1s quite likely to “cram” 
for an election, after the manner of some college students who 
having neglected their studies for months suddenly attempt, under the 
direction of a professional tutor, to acquire enough information 1n a 
few days to get them safely through their “exams.”’ This process 
does not give the college man a seasoned, all-round grasp of his sub- 
jects. He must take his tutor’s word for almost everything. He does 
not know the fundamental basis of fact for many of the statements 
he makes. In the same manner many voters neglect to take an intel- 
ligent part in, or to inform themselves of, the local or general political 
world of which they are ineyitably a part, until! they wake up some 
day and find that an election 1s at hand. In their unenlightened frame 
of mind they are compelled to get information from others whom 
they have permitted to do their thinking for them. 

Their unpreparedness makes them susceptible to the blandish- 
ments of the ““spell-binder” who knows how to present cunningly 
worked out special pleas which may or may not be the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth. It the voter thus poorly 
fitted for casting an intelligent ballot 1s so much of a narrow partizan 
that he refuses to listen to the “spell-binder’ on the opposing side he 
is sure to reach a much-hiased conclusion. In any event he is certain 
to be confused; but out of his own thinking he may arrive at a point 
nearer the truth than he would otherwise have attained. A voter's 
interest should outlast the nomination and election of officers. His 
best help toward good government comes from his all-the+year-round 
concern for the public's welfare, from assuring good public officers 
that he sees and appreciates their worthy service, and from frankly 
censuring the ones who are remiss 1n their tasks. . 

It is to be regretted that some men choose a President of the 
L'nited States—their President ot their United States—and the 
officers of their own state, city and town with less discriminating 
concern than they exercise in employing a cook, a butler, a clerk or 
a bookkeeper. Since the voter 1s not allowed a period of calm at 
the end of the usual “‘whirlwind” campaign to “think it over’ before 
voting, he-should make it his purpose, all the year round, to give to 
the subject of good government, local and general, the time and 
thought that a matter of paramount importance demands. In a 
democracy it is the duty as well .as the privilege of every citizen to 
evolve an intelligent opinion and to express it. 


All-the- 
Year-Round 
Politics 
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Anp now New York 1s said to be planning to hold a big 
world’s fair in 1915 to commemorate the threeehundredth anni- 
versary of the first settlement of Manhattan island. As a matter 
of fact, New York city, with her “great white way,” her bridges, 
tunnels, boulevards, parks, art galleries, art museums, skyscrapers, 
and a thousand other attractions need add but little to her present 
wonders to make of herself a great world’s fair surpassing anything 
that has gone before. New York is getting to be a “right smart” 
town. 


Tue disappointment of nearly half the-men 
who are technically of Boston at the defeat 
of Mr. Storrow and.the election of Mr. 
Kitzgerald, as shown by the almost even 
division of the votes, is sharéd by a large 
number of persons who are identified with 
the community of which: Boston is the 
business center and whose business interests 
are located in Boston, but who reside outside 
the present limits of the city. The men 
who thus escape certain burdens and lose the right to participate in 
the government of their own community should now consider 
whether it 1s not their duty to give up their local governments in 
favor of a greater Boston.

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PERHAPS the highest price ever offered for 
a good mount was when, during the battle 
ot Bosworth Field, King Richard III. hav- 
ing by the misfortunes of war. lost his 
charger and wishing to secure another, ex- 
claimed, “A horse! a horse! my kingdom 
for a horse!” But the horse had been 
prized long before that day, as he has been 
ever since, as a good and useful animal of 
great worth to mankind. That the descend- ~ 
ants of the very people ruled over by the above mentioned King still 
highly value the horse is shown by the recently issued annual report 
of the Canadian department of agriculture which places the num- 
ber of horses in Ontario at 726,000, as compared with 615,000 in 
1889. Although the number of horses has increased only 111,000. 
or about 18 per cent, in the last ten years, their value has jumped from 
$42,713,000 to $85,847,000, or a little more than 100 per cen 
These figures will prove of interest to those who are given to thinkin 
that the great popularity of the automobile is driving, or will dr 
the horse out of use and thus render him of little commercial \alue 
The general employment of the automobile will affect the horse as 
the introduction of labor-saving machinery pias attected the work 
of men. The latter are simply -released from what they are domme, 
so that they may do something else, and usually at a better rate 
of wages. But the noble horse must become quite used to being 
slandered by this time for on former occasions he has heard thought- 
less Or misintormed persons says that his days of usetulness were 
about over and that they would soon have no occasion for keeping 
him. 

tilowever, this condition of things has always been prospective 
rather than immediate and actual. Men lave ever needed the horse ; 
they have on a number of occasions expressed the opinion that they 
would be quite able in the time just ahead to do without him. One 
of the most notable epochs wherein such an opimon prevatled was 
when the first railroads were building in America. In some sec- 
tions there was great opposition shown toward them by the teamsters 
and freighters of the country. Public meetings were held protesting 
against the invasion of the tron horse on wheels, whose coming, it 
was declared, would make the horse on four legs quite worthless 
and cause him to vanish. Since every great emergency of the 
conunon people has always enlisted the sympathy and the support 
ef the poets of the world, so they rallied to the assistance of the 
teaimsters of those days and composed stirring songs for them which 
were sung with great earnestness at their meetings of protest, setting 
forth the impending danger after the followmg tashion:

Come all ye bold waggoners and turn out mah by man, 
Who won't have the railroad or any such a plan;

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IN THIS period of international calm nothing 
is so baffling as the almost total absence of 
advices from countries that were only 
yesterday the scene of great events, notably 
Persia. Apparently that ancient realm is 
doing very well. With the exception of 
“somewhat perplexing outlawry problems in 
the northwest and aé_ recrudescence of 
chronic frontier disputes with Turkey 
nothing of any significance has transpired of 
late indicative of a reaction. Quite noteworthy 1s the message from 
the throne with which Parliament was opened a few weeks ago, on 
the first of the “month of Zilghadeh.” The scene was a bizarre 
mingling of eastern pomp and western sobriety. The presence of 
all the deputies who had reached Teheran in time, the delegations 
of the various ancient gilds, the princes of the royal Kajar clan, 
notables, merchants and ecclesiastics, reflected the glitter of old Iran 
as did the carpets superbly adorning the streets that lead from the 
royal palace to the new house of Parliament. On the other hand, 
the diplomatic corps, the cabinet of ministers, the European ladies 
and finally the press, filling special boxes, pointed to the west, whence 
came the new order of things. 

Decidedly oriental is the concept of the message from the boy 
Shah Ahmed, who was greeted with genuine warmth. as he drove to 
Parliament with the regent. The message of the regent, Azed-ul- 
Mulk, head of the Kajar clan, is apparently free from exotic oratory 
as far as can be judged by the translations. But it is none the less 
subtly oriental in tXe sly form in which it represents the establishment 
of parliamentary governance to be the final triumph over—not of— 
the nationalist revolution. One 1s astonished to read in at that “the

kingdom of Iran, which for many centuries, and especially during: 


the @ast years, had remained in an attitude of quiet expectation, has 
at last begun, in consequence of progressive ideas penetrating the 
people, to rebel agaiyst Jurmoil and upheaval, and, thanks to every 
Persian doing his duty, the people in the space of three years have 
succeeded in mastering the revolution.” | 

[It would be too severe to see in this an ominous lack of candor 
recalling the exploits of the deposed Shah; the euphuism is palpably 
a naive attempt to save the face of the monarchy. Besides, the 
message has notably frank passages in regard to Persia's foreign 
relations—passages that show character. There is some snap to such 
words as these: ‘The whole nation is highly indignant to see a 
foreign army quartered in Persia,” especially as Persia sorely rieed@d 
a loan. The loan has since been negotiated and the Russian troops 
have left Tabriz and would be entirely out of Azerbijan province 
were it not for complications in Ardebil. It is now universally 
acknowledged that Russia’s attitude has been and continues to be 
absolutely loyal to the Angle-Russian agreement, a fact that makes 
this agreement one of the most potent forces for peace and the very 
basis for the success of the referfms set forth in the first message 
from Ahmed Shah Kayjar. 
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
